1.  (HEADQUARTERS  COMMENT:  PREVIOUS  REPORTS 

HAVE  DESCRIBED  DETAILS  OF  A SYRIAN. PLAN  FOR  A MASSIVE 
ASSAULT  UPON  'iSRAEL  INVOLVING  AT  LEAST  FOUR  SYRIAN  DIVISIONS.  THE 
PROPOSED  ASSAULT  WAS  TO  BE  LAUNCHED  UPON  THE  GOLAN  HEIGHTS  ALONG 
A BROAD  FRONT  80  KILOMETERS  WIDE,  AND  WAS  AIMED  AT  OCCUPYING  THE 
GOLAN' frEIGHTS  UP  JO  THE' PRE-JUNE  1967  BORDERS.  EARLIER  REPORTS 
OF  THIS  SYRIAN  PLAN  STATEO  THAT  SYRIA  WOULD  BE  MILITARILY  SUPPORTED

AREA  OF  ABKIL,  KABTAH,  AND  UIOAYH.  ITS  ATTACK  IS  TO  COMMENCE 
SIMULTANEOUSLY  WITH  THAT  OF  THE  9TH  INFANTRY  DIVISION. 

7.  MOST  ARTILLERY  UNITS  ARE  POSITIONED  WITH  THE  3RD  AND 

9TH  DIVISIONS.  . ..... 
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8.-  THE  FOLLOWING- TASKS  HAVE  BEEN  ASSIGNED  WHICH  DIFFER  SLIGHTL 
FROM  THE  ORIGINAL  SYRIAN  OPERATIONAL  PLAN: 

A.  THREE  INFANTRY  DIVISIONS  WILL  ATTACK  AFTER  UNITS  IN
